WITNESSES DEALT 
WITH SEVERELY 
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Prosecution in Luetgert Case Takes the 


Defendant’s Witnesses To Task. 


SCHOLEY BADLY WORSTED 


He Is the Man Who Swore He Saw Mrs. 
Luetgert at Kenosha. 


RESIDENTS OF TOWN REFUTE HIS STORY 


Evidence Showing That Prisoner Did 
Not Prepare To Make Soap on 
Night of May Ist. ‘ 


Chicago, October 6.—The testimony in 
the Luetgert trial today was more interest- 
ing to the general public than it has been 
at any time for the last two weeks. 

The dry technical evidence of the experts 
gave way to impeachment evidence offered 
by the state against the witnesses for the 
defense who had stated on the stand that 
Mrs. Lutegert had been seen in the vicinity 
of Kenosha, Wis., within a few days after 
the murder is said to have been committed. 
Several of those who claimed to have seen 
the woman around Kenosha fared badly 
at the hands of their neighbors, and wit- 
ness Scholey, the principal witness for the 
defense on the Kenosha story, had his 
character torn to shreds. 

Evidence was introduced to show that 
Luetgert had not put any grease or chip- 
ped bone into his vats for making soap on 
the night of May Ist, as his business part- 
ner, William Charles, had testified, be- 
cause it had all been carted away on the 
morning before. It was also .shown that 
Luetgert had no occasion to make any 
soap, for when the factory was seized by a 
deputy sheriff several days after the mur- 
der is said to have been committed a great 
many barrels of soap belonging to him 
were found in the basement of the factory. 

One of the strongest features in the rebut- 
tal evidence offered in the trial today was 
the evidence of Adam Brinker. a teamster 
for a soap factory. It was in reference to 
the tallow, grease and chipped bone whicn 
George Elard said he delivered at the fac- 
tory on May Ist, and whieh WV iiliam 
Charles testified was procured as some of 
the ingredients of soft soap which was io 
be made for the purpose of thoroughly 
clearing up the big@ sausage factory 
liminary to its prospective sale to an Eng- 
lish syndicate. Brinker safd he hauled all 
the tallow—sixty-six pounds—and 150 pounds 
of bone away from the factory May Ist. 
He explained that ft was his dnty to do 
this each week, usually the last day of the 
week. He conveyed the material to a soap- 
making firm by which he was employed. 

“Did you see bones. tallow or mixed 
grease in the barrels other than the grease 
vou handled on May Ist?’ asked Assis- 
tant State’s Attornev McEween. 

‘No, sir, the barrels were all empty I saw 
in the factory on that dav.” 

“Did you ever put any bones or tallow in 
the icehouse?”’ 

“No.” 

This evidence was considered important 
as contradicting the story of the defense 
to the effect that Luetgert had used barrels 
of grease and tallow fn the factory on the 
night.of May Ist in making soft soap. Ac- 
cording to the story of Brinker there was 
ebsolutely no tallow, bones or grease in the 
barrels which are alleged to have been 
rolledi nto the basement and afterwards 
dumped into the middle vat.

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ANOTHER MISTRIAL 
FORM CULLOUGH 


Jury Failed To Agree on a Ver- 
dict Yesterday, 


SAID VERDICT WAS IMPOSSIBLE 


Seven Men Were for Conviction and 
Five for Acquittal 


POLITICS PLAYED PROMINENT PART 


Jury Was Two-Thirds Populist—One 
Democrat Was for Acquittal. 
May Have To Have the 
Next Trial in Another 
County. 


A mistrial has for the second time been 
declared in the McCullough case. 

At 5:50 o’clock yesterday afterncon, Judge 
Candler had the jury brought in.o the 
courtroom and determined whether or not 
it was possible for a verdict to be reached. 
Every juror said that a verdict was im- 
possible and the judge declared a mistrial. 

The jury stood seven for conviction and 
five for acquittal. They refused to say how 
they stood, but one of them gave out the 
€xact position of every man on the jury. 
stood as follows 

For Acquittal. 

T. H. Johnson, J. D. Lee, T. J. Wyatt, 
J. H. Stantield and T. E,. Lindler. 

For Conviction. 

J. C. H. Sneed, J. A. Christian, W. R 
Callahan, W. M. Pate, J. A. Blalock, W. L. 
Camp and William McLendon. 

A verdict was an imposs'bilfty. The jury 
was divided as strongly and as widely 
the differing opinions of men could sepa- 
rate them. One man on the jury swore that 
he would stay there till doomsday before 
he would let McCullough hang and another 
affirmed just as solemnly that he would 
never let him be acquitted. 

The jury stood with eight populists and 
four democrats. 

Four populists, but only one democrat 
stood out for McCullough’'s acquittal. T. E. 
Lindler, the democrat, thought the verdict 
of death too He wanted to recom- 
mend the prisoner to the mercy of tne 
court. 

Three democrats and four populists want- 
ed to convict McCullough. 

Sensational rumors are afloat to the effect 
that of the jurors may be prosecuted 
for perjury. It is certain that an investiga- 
tion will be made into the report that has 
gained currency to the effect that one of 
the jurors said before he was chosen that 
stick cut forever or see McCul- 
lough acquitted if he should happen to 
get on the jury. The jury commissioners 
will make an investigation of this rumor 
if they find it to be true, they will at 
once throw the name of the juror out of 
the jury bcx and steps will probably be 
tuken to prosecute him for perjury, 

The jury was out during the entire day. 
They were instructed to not consider the 
case until they woke up yesterday morn- 
ing. 

It was 12 o'clock before a ballot was tak- 
en to determine the opinion of the jurors. 
The first vote showed an even division, six 
voting for acquittal and six for conviction. 
On the next vote the vote was seven for 
eenviction and five for acquittal. All sorts 
of compromises were offered. during the 


afternoon. 
Finally Mr. J. C. H. Sneed told the jury 


that he was entirely convinced of the pris- 
oner’s guilt and that he would not permit 
a verdict of acquittal. Then Mr. T. H. John- 
a populist member of the jury, said 
would not allow a verdict of con- 
These two men represented the two 
factions in Clayton county.

At a few minutes before 6 o'clock Judge 


Candler ordered the jury before him. 
He asked them if they had agreed upon 
a verdict or if they could agree. 

Foreman J. D. Lee informed the judge 
that there seemed to be no probability 
of the jury agreeing on a verdict The 
judge questioned him closely. He asked 
if information of any point of law would 
tend to enable the jury to agree. 

The foreman replied Chat “fhe failure 
to agree was due to a difference of opin- 
ion as to the evidence and not the law. 
A statement as to how the jury stood 
in numbers was written by the foreman 
and handed to the judge at the latter's 
request. 

The judge then declared a misirial. 

The announcement of the mistrial was 
received by McCullough with the utmost 
composure. He allowed his gaze to rest 
on the members of the jury for several 
seconds, glanced at the judge and then 
slowly drew his hand across his fore- 
head while speaking with his brother, Mr. 
Emory McCullough. The result is ac- 
cepted by the people without any adverse 
comment.

The second mistrial im the McCullough 
ease has opened the all-important ques- 
tion as to the possibility of ever getting 
a verdict in Clayton county. It is the 
opinion among some of the most promi- 
nent attorneys and court officials that a 
jury ean be secured in Clayton, but hun- 
dreds of people believe that it will be 
impossibie ‘to find twelve unprejudiced 
men in the entjre county. 

Nearly two hundred men were examined 
before the last jury was facured and 
it was necessary to bring down the grand 
jury and exhaust one panel from that 
body before the twelve men could be 
found.

1 always 
take the liberty of cautioning customers 
who even temprorarily carry over-insur- 
uitnee. Some business men in gvod {faith ear- 
ry a eertain amount of insurance through 
the year. When the stock is depleted by 
Stiles between purcibasing periods, I main- 
tain that if only for a month the amount 
of insurance should be reduced, l fre- 
quently find a customer or would-be cus- 
tomer without insuranee arguing tnat he 
has a right to insure himself, some times 
because the building he oceuples is iso- 
lated or specially well constructed, and 
some times for the reason that the build- 
ings are poor and the rate is too high and 
he cannot afford to pay it. I have always 
advised against such a plan and not infre- 
quently have been compelled to decline or 
restrict the amount ofgéredit because the 
customer persisted | in carrying his own in- 
surance. Only when a fila. company or 
individual has a large number of risks in 
different cities or remote parts of a large 
city is he justified in carrying his own risk, 
and even then I woulda question my own 
ability to calculate the number of separate 
risks one ought to have to enable him to 
insure his own property, anl f£ would, 
therefore, doubt his ability to figure it out. 
The only safe way to insure, and a bus- 
iness that will not enable a man to in- 
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sure is not worth having and should 
promptly discontinued.” 

Mr. Higinbotham criticised over-insuring 
and suggested legislative regulation, and 
he favored national supervision, national 
inspection by speeial examiners on the 
principle that thé government examined 
national banks. With governmental super- 
Vision an insurance policy would be as 
00d as a bank note, while infringement 
of moral law would be a violation of feder- 
al statute with swift punishment that now 
follows fraudulent banking. 

Many insurance men would prefer na- 
tional regulation to state regulation. They 
would rather have one general uniform 
System than a possible forty-six systems, 
with possibly no two alike. Mr. Higin- 
botham's address was heard with deep 
interest ‘and was often interrupted with 
applause. 


THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


A Story on the Method of State Ex- 
amination in Kansas. 

Mr. S. Y. Tupper, manager of the Queen’s 
Insurance Company, who has just returned 
from Chicago, tells a good story which he 
heard from the president of a Philadelphia 
company. The Philadelphian was in Chi- 
cago last week and some insurance men 
were discussing the question of national 
regulation of insurance companies, 2s sug- 
gested in a paper read by Mr. H. H. Higin- 
botham, befvre the Northwestern Under- 
writers last week: 

Kansas has a system of inspection for in- 
surance companies which is the peach of 
the whole state inspecting business. 
are three or four inspectors to do the whole 
business. An inspector turns *up end says 
he wants to leok at a manager's book. The 
examination may last only half a Gay and 
the examiner will hand in a modest little 
bill, running anywhere from $50 to $1,000, 
The examiners size up the company and 
try to make their fee fit the volume of bus- 
ines, 

“One of the examiners turned up at my 
Kansas office and sata that he had dropped 
in to make an official inspection,” said the 
Philadelphia president. i 

“My manager asked him how much fie 
was going to charge. saying he didn’t care 
anything about the inspection. but he just 
wanted to know what !t would ease. 

“The examiner replied that his fee wou'd 
be $1,000. Then the manager said to him 
that we only did about $10,000 a year in the 
State and we paid $8,000 of that baek for 
losses. If he had to pay $1,000 for an ex- 
amination, he would shut up his oftice and 
Withdraw from the state.

Everything is in readiness for the election 
tomorrow. Today’s work will wind up the 
hard labor of the campaign, because tomor- 
row the candidates will put in the day about 
the different polls. This week and last 
week they have walked the streets, visited 
the stores, shops and other places where 
« voter could be found, and every one of 
them agrees that campaigning is harder 
work than their usual vocation. But with 
their ambition to serve the city, their thirst 
ivr public honors, spurred on by their nat- 
ural antipathy for defeat, they have worked 
ceaselessly among the voters, until each 
one of the candidates will go to his home 
tonight firmly convineed that his elction is 
assure.

Nineteen After Nine Jobs. 

There are seven councilmen and two 
aldermen to be elected tomorrow, or rather 
nominated. The regular election will be held 
in December. For the nine vacancies [to 
Occur by the retirement of one-half of 
the members of the present general coun- 
cil there are no fewer than nineteen can- 
didates. Of the nine places to be filled 
seven are seats in the council and two are 
aldermanic board places. Bach of the seven 
wards will select a new councilman and 
the north and south sides will each nom- 
inate a new alderman. The first and fifth 
Wards are entitled to the aldermanic places 
this year, the first on the south side and 
the fifth on the north side. On the south 
side Alderman Josepb Hirsch will retire 
and on the north side Alderman «Mark 
Tolbert will step down and make way 
for a new alderman. 

The contest for the two aldermanic va- 
Cancies is one of the lively features of 
the campaign. There is splendid rivalry 
among the four candidates for the places 
and much interest is centered in the out- 
come of the election in this respect. For the 
councilmanic honors in the several wards 
there are from one to three candidates in 
Cach ward. The first ward alone has a 
Single candidate. Mr. M. T. LaHatte is 
the only candidate in this ward, and he is 
the only man in the entire. race who is 
assured of election, and he is certain to 
have a walkover. All efforts to bring out 
@nother candidate in his ward failed, and 


Mr. LaHatte will go into council without 
Opposition in any quarter. 


Busy Day for the Candidates. 

Yesterday was a day of developments 
in the campaign. It brought out the plan 
of work of the several candidates and 
tickets in the field, narrowed the races to 
a fine point, encouragea the candidates 
and inspired them for harder work, now 
that they are on’ the home stretch. They 
watched each other closely during the day. 
Every point of vantage «us contested for 
and the speeders exerted themselves to 
get in the lead. The voters were held up, 
the printers were kept busy dashing off 
cards and tickets, the workers were sent 
here and there and it was a wusy day tor 
the aspirants’ for office. Schemes and 
counter schemes were concocted, flustrated 
and concocted again.

Ticket Makers’ Work Useless. 

The truth is the ticket makers will find 
that their love's labor is lost this year. 
Ticket bocms are falling flat. The old 
catch vote cries are unheeded and citizens 
ere paying little attention to the houriy 
appcararce of this and the other ticket. 
What the voters are looking for this ycar 
is men, and the political observers, the 
mei who have watched the campaigns of 
the past, say that the tickets voted tomor- 
row will be of no particular creed, but can- 
didates will be selected according to the 
estimate of the voter. The vest pocket 
voter will be in the majority and scratch- 
ing will be the order of the day, because 
the voters have determined to d'sregurd the 
ticket makers and make up tickets to suit 
ther selves, 

“individual candidates will be picked out 
here and there and voted for according to 
the desire of the voters,” said an old politi- 
clan yesterday. ‘‘The people will not listen 
to the ticket makers and ward heelers. The 
workers at the polls will have little to do. 
The voters will vote their conviction, in 
most instances, and the ballots will be 
taken out of the vest pockets and handed 
to the managers.

The contest for the aldermanic vacancy 
on the rcrth cide between Dr. J. Db. Tur- 
ner and Mr. Andy P. Thompson is a lively 
one. Both reside in the fifth ward and as- 
pire to fill the place to be vacated by A!der- 
man Tolbert. The friends of both candi- 
dates believe their champion will be elected 
and there is much speculation among the 
citizens as to the outcome of this race. 
goth are Well kncewn citizens and stand 
high in the estimation of the voters. Dr. 
Turner was a member of the council two 
terms several years ago, and he is familiar 
with the duties and has given close atten- 
tion to the needs of the city. (Mr. Thompson 
is now a member of the general council, 
representing his ward in the lower branch 
of the body. 

On the south side the candidates for the 
aidermanic place are Mr. James L. Mayson 
and Mr. Aaron Haas. Both are making an 
active canvass for the votes necessary to 
nominate. Both reside in the first ward 
and are well known in all the wards. The 
friends of Mr. Mayson confidently predict 
his nomination and the same ‘s true of Mr. 
Haas’s frieds. The contest will be a lively 
One in this race, 

Contests in the Seven Wards. 

As Stated, (Mr. M. T. LaHatte will be 
elected councilman in the first ward. He is 
well known in his ward and throughout the 
city, and his friends predict that he wili 
make a splendid record in council. 

In the second ward, Mr. H. A. Boynton 
and Mr. Green Adair are pitted against 
each other for the council chair. They are 
running a lively race and the result can 
only be told tomorrow night, after the bal- 
lots are counted. Both believe they are in 
the lead. 

In the third ward, always one of the 
storm centers of political campaigns, there 
are three candidates. Mr. E. P. Burns, Myr. 
Steve Johnson and Mr. W. H. McClain want 
to represent this ward in the council. Their 
friends are working hard for them and it 
is hard to tell who is in the lead, 

Colonel Vi. S. Thomson and Dr. C. E. 
Murphey are running a hot rae€e in the 
fourth ward. They are neck and neck and 
each is striving to outdistance his compct- 
itor. The contest is a pretty one and the 
fourth ward seems to be one of the doubtful 
quarters in the election. 

In the fifth, Mr. John Welch, the well- 
known engineer on the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad, and Mr. D. N. McCullough, the 
popular young merchant, are contesting for 
the councilmanic vacancy.

Distinctive Features of the Principles 
of New York’s Candidates. 


NO VOICE DEFENDS STRONG 


Incompetency and Inadequacy of the 
Present Administration. 


HOW ROKER IS ‘HURTING TAMMANY 


His Presence Precipitated Candidacy of 
George—If Sheehan Controlled, 
Tammany Would Win. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

New York, October 6.—(Specia!.)—The 
promise of reform in municipal affairs is 
held out in the platforms of three of the 
four candidates for the mayoralty. 

It is left to the straight republican plat- 
form to give a quasi indorsement of the 
present city administration, elected as it 
was by the republicans, though now repu- 
diated by the republicans themselves when- 
ever the opportunity presents itself. That 
is in private of course; they cannot well 
do it in public, though they would like 
to, especially since Mayor Strong has come 
out in favor of Low rather than Tracy. 
It would seem to the observer that the 
Low people are the ones who should have 
given indorsement to Strong. But nobody 
has seen fit to take the full responsibility 
for the present municipal administration 
and nobody will do so. 

The only real feature of the Tracy plat- 
form is the declaration for the McKinley 
administration and the St. Louis platform. 
That was made for the purpose of keeping 
in line republicans who might otherwise 
go to Low—especially those in whose breasts 
there is hope of future preferment. The 
balance of the Tracy-Platt platform con- 
sists of meaningless platitudes, with the 
single and notable exception of a para- 
graph indorsing the Raines law. Bitter,as 
is that pill to the republican politicians, 
they have had to swallow it; for the Raines 
law is a purely republican measure, and 
having enacted it, they have to make the 
best of the situation. This they do by de- 
claring the law to be the right thing, and 
in saying it they drive off in a body the 
Germans, who in many campaigns have 
been their chief reliance. 

Municipal Reforms Promised. 

The Low platform promises al! sorts of 
municipal reforms. It declares that the 
Raines law contains the germ of a good 
excise system, qualifying this declaration 
with promises that under the sway of the 
Citizens’ Union something much better will 
be developed. The Cits arraign the Platt- 
ites for attempting to lug national issues 
into ‘this purely municipal campaign and 
for themselves promise in general terms 
that the interests of the taxpayers will 

properly looked after if Low is made 
mayor. 

Tammany has put up the best platform of 
the three first entries, and if plaiforms 
counted for anything, the people uf Greater 
New York would have been satistied with 
Tammany’s declarations and candidates, 
and there would nave been no call from 
the masses for George. Tammany ‘points 
with pride’ to the failures of the present 
“reform’’ administration and says that 
Tammany has done and can do again much 
worse than that. She promises economy, 
of course, and she sives to the people as- 
surances that under her rule their inter- 
ests wili be properly looked after in every 
respect. The popular demand that the 
municipality shall own all corporate fran- 
chises; that there shall be no parting with 
these rights, and that the price of gas 
shall be reduced to $1 a thousand, iind 
strong expression in Tammany’s plutiorm. 

These declarations form a prominent part 
of the George platform. Indeed, in prom- 
ises, there is little difference between che 
two democratic platforms, and if the oram- 
ises were to be taken as an indication of 
the standing of the parties, one might 
think that a coalition between the Gcorge 
and Tammany forces would be easy to 
accomplish. But as I see it, that igs the une 
thing impossible in this cainpaign. I do 
not believe there are to be any further 
coalitions; if there dre, it ig more iikely 
that Tammany and Platt wil get together 
than that the men who are supporting 
George will ever go to the Tammany 
ticket. 


The Only Possible Combination. 

Of course the Low people cannot con- 
scientiously go to either Tammany or 
Platt, and if there is to be any further 
juggling, it seems to me that George will 
get the best of it. He is in the race to 
stay, whatever may happen. 

So indeed are each of the other candi- 
dates, so far as they know. There is no 
other place on earth, however, where boss 
rule is as absolute as ft is here, with Tam- 
many on the one side and Platt on the 
other, and no matter what the candidates 
of these two machines may think about 
it themselves, either could be pulled out 
of it if his boss so desired. 

But there seems now no likelihood of 
any further juggling by the bosses. In- 
deed there seems to be but’ one possible 
combination that can be made, and that 
does not seem even possible in view of the 
lengths to which the campaign has gone. 
That is a combination between the Low 
and George forces by which the Low vote 
would go to George. This now seems im- 
possible, because the Low people still think 
their man has a chance to win. The 
shrewdest politicians in New York believe 
that, as things stand now, the Columbia 
president will be no better than fourth in 
the race. That is Senator Platt’s estimate 
as he gave it tonight at the Fifth Avenue 
in talRing with an Ohio congressman. Platt 
has been very chary of making estimates 
for publication, but he was talking to a 
close friend, who told me that the “easy 
boss’ is figuring Tracy to win, George 
for second place, Van Wyck third and 
Low fourth. 


Popular Protest Against Croker. 

There would doubtless have been a re- 
volt from Tammany in any event, but it 
would not have assumed the proportions 
that it has except for the return of Croker 
on the scene. 

If it had not been for the appearance 
of the old Tammany boss. Henry George 
might have been induced not to enter the 
fight. 

Rightly or wrongly, the impression had 
taken hold of the masses of democratic 
voters who are not members of the hig 
spoils society that Tammany, with Shee- 
han at its head, was better than Tammany 


| under Croker, The course of Tammany. 


: in the last campaign was doubtlessly large- 


ly responsible for this feeling. That Tam- 
many played straight, there can be no 
doubt; and Tammany has not always 
played straight. Sheehan is given the 
credit for this and he is regarded as a 
straighter and more honest man ‘han the 
old chief, against whom the shafts of the 
enemy had been so long hurled. It may 
be of course that Croker is as innocent 
as a child unborn of all the sins that have 
been charged up to his account, but the 
wea have been so frequently made and 
tHe indictments have been so strong that 
a great many people believe them. Shbee- 
han may not be a babe in innocence; he 
may even, in time, grow rich and have 
race horses of his own if Tammany shculd 
get in power while he is at its head; Fut 
he has not got rich yet, and the pleasure 
of the acquaintance of the prince of Wales 
is not his. Hence the popular judgment 
is in his favor, and Tammany under Shee- 
han would undoubtedly have stood a better 
chance than it does now, with Croker 
again at the reins. 
Ill Feeling Inside Tammany. 

For Croker is back and despite his decla- 
rations to the contrary 1s in the saddle. 
This fact has created a good deal of ill 
feeling among the Tammany followers, who 
are inclined to hold up against the old 
boss the very palpable fact that he desert- 
ed, went off to England and his friend, the 
prince, when Tammany wWas in trouble and 
came back only when the chances of the 
organization had become bright. All of 
this is being taiked inside the organiza- 
tion. Sheehan is sore and so are his close 
friends, but Croker is too strong to be 
thwarted and there is no open revolt. 

While this feeling exists inside Tam- 
many, it is not likely to cut any material 
figure in this contest, for the reason that 
while ‘“‘the boys’’ are hungry, they are 
bound to play straight. lf Tammany was 
in power you would see a revolt against 
Croker that would lend real spice to this 
campaign. 

Croker’s return has, however, hurt 
organization on tke outside. Tammany has 
been put in power in the past by the votes 
of the laboring cluss, and upon those votes 
she has been relying in this campaign. 
There is good reason to believe that with 
Croker in England and Sheehan promis‘ng 
a rejuvenated Tammany the George move- 
ment would never have materialized and 
the Tammany candidates, clean men in 
themselves, would have had a walkover. 
That is where Croker has hurt much more 
than in the heartburnings he has brought 
inside Tammany. 

The Raines Law and Parkhurst. 

The Raines law in itself is cutting less 
figure in this contest than I expected. 
Platt indorses it and Tammany condemns 
it along with the other failures of the 
present regime, but the people do not talk 
of the law itself as much as the stranger 
in New York expects. 

On all sides you find the Strong admin- 
istration condemned. Sometimes Raines 
and his law are specified, but in business 
circles and among the men you meet in 
the natural order of things, there is a dis- 
position to give the law credit for having 
done some good. The saloon men wo are 
able to pay the license and the patrons of 
such places are inclined to think that the 
present excise conditions are not so bad, 
but of course the little fellows who have 
been driven from the business complain 
and their friends complain with them. 
Some features of the law are irksome to 
all save the well-to-do classes and doubt- 
less before the end we will find the law a 
great especially among the people 
of foreign birth. 

But just now the talk {s more of other 
things, because the Raines law is one of 
the least of the sins that can be legiti- 
mately charged up against the present ad- 
ministration. Inadequacy and incompeten- 
cy in all lines are charged, and not only 
charged, but proven. 

When you ask the resident of New York 
what special sin he charges up against 
Strong and his colleagues he will say nine 
times out of ten the Parkhurst plan of 
handling the social evil, which has resulted 
in- scattering ‘‘soubrettes’”’ in respectable 
localities all oyer the city; in the arrest 
of innocent women in many instances; in 
a general system of sneaking and spying 
that has become most objectionable. The 
incompetence shown in handling this ques- 
tion has disgusted many people who voted 
cor Strong and “reform.” They condemn 
in harsh terms the impractical efforts of 
the theorists in handling this very practi- 
wal question. 

A Sample Opinion. 

‘‘Tammany is better,” said a Wall street 
man well known in the south in discussing 
it all last night. ‘“‘Tammany wasted our 
money, but gave us a practical government 
and one fairly good; ‘reform’ has cost us 
just as much and has brought. nothing but 
disgust. Tammany put our money in its 
pocket and if it made the women of the 
town pay tribute to its coffers, did not 
put them where they could flaunt their vice 
in the. faces of our wives and daughters. 
Reform has taken our money and wasted 
it. Tammany may have stolen liberally, 
but reform has wasted just as liberaliy 
and in either case we are given nothing to 
show for our money.’”’ 

The newspapers are full these days of 
the incompetence of the officials who have 
charge of the streets. General Collis, the 
commissioner of public works, Is {ncidental- 
ly on trial for allowing contrectors to keep 
Fifth avenue and other prominent thor- 
oughfares in a state of perpetual obstruc- 
tion. True the prosecutions are against 
the contractors because they can be 
reached, but there is 2. popular clamor for 
Collis’s resignation, and it is going to bring 
results. 

Other officials who went in under the 
ery of reform have proven equally bad and 
everywhere is there a protest against the 
conditions that make these things possible. 
The only one of the city officials who 
seems to have come up to expectations is 
Waring, and he is a democrat. 

Cutting Against Low and Tracy. 

This feeling of protest is cutting against 
both the Low and the Tracy movements 
for the reason that it is the result of a 
combination of the forces that are now be- 
hind these two gentiemen. Were they op- 
posed by a single democratic candidate 
there would be no doubt of his success. 
Had Croker stayed in England and had 
Tammany named a man who stood for 
something more than merely the Tammany 
machine—some such man. as Sheehan 
wanted—the result of the fight would have 
been a foregone conclusion.

The Coming Sea Power. 

During the past two years the little 
island kingdom of Japan has come to 
the front with astonishing rapidity. 

In the current number of The North 
American Review Mr. Charles H. Camp 
discusses at some length the extraordin- 
ary growth of the Japanese empire, and 
speaks of it as “ithe coming sea-power.” 
Whether or not the writer intends by 
this phrase to challenge the future na- 
val supremacy of Great Britain does not 
fully appear from the article, but the 
phrase itself would seem to indicate it. 
Mr. Camp states that since the late war 
with China Japan has added five pow- 
erful war vessels to her fleet, giving her 
at the present time forty-eight war “ves. 
sels aggregating 111,000 tons displace- 
ment. 

According to this same authority, Ja- 
pan has barely commenced upon her na- 
val preparations; and, if she carries out 
the plans which she now has in view 
her naval fleet in 1903 will embrace six- 


4 ty-seven war vessels, heavily armored, 


with numerous other pieces, costing in 
all something over $90,000,000. 

Evidently the little island kingdom is 
bent upon controlling the waters of the 
Asiatic Pacific and of adding to its pres- 
ent territory whatever possessions there 
may happen to he within its reach.

An Unseasonable Greeting. 

The secretary and treasurer of the 
Atlanta Baggage and Cab Company has 
been complaining that his company has 
been treated unjustly by The Const it@- 
tion in its demand that the unanimous 
action of the council in fixing a uniform 
rate of delivery of baggage to any part 
of the city, be sustained. <A e!ever lit- 
tle trap had been set by which the coun- 
cil was to be induced to reconsider its 
action and establish a “compromise” 
rate which would permit the baggage 
monopoly having exclusive possession 
of depot privileges to charge more than 
competitors not so fortunately situated. 

The council refused, by unanimous 
vote, to reconsider its action in fixing 
a uniform rate:. and in order that Mr. 
Jacob Haas, who has been doing the 
talking for the company, might have no 
possible ground for complaint that he 
had not been given opportunity to pre- 
sent his side of the question, a Constitu- 
tion reporter called on him on Tuesday 
to inquire if his company would further 
contest the ordinance, or gracefully yield 
to the inevitable and accept the action 
of the council. But Mr. Haas was not 
talking—at least not to The Constitu- 
tion; and this is what he had to say: 

I HAVE NO INFORMATION TO GIVE 
THE CONSTITUTION ON THIS OR ANY 
OTHER SUBJECT. SO FAR AS 1 AM 
CONCERNED. THE CONSTITUTION 
CAN GO TO HELL. 

This.was said by Mr. Haas only a 
few minutes after he had returned from 
the Yom Kippur exercises of Tuesday 
night. We fear that he did not ap-

Now the city council has by unani- 
mous vote refused to reconsider its ac- 
tion. The ordinance committee to which 
was referred the petition for authority 
charge increased rates, which Mr.

Whatever may have been the original 
intenticn fi the committee, it unani- 
mously agreed to stand by the action of 
the council when it was found that ac- 
tual business competition had regulated 
the price of baggage delivery to the uni- 
form rate fixed by the council.

And now the question arises in view of 
the interesting extracts above present- 
ed—what is the baggage monopoly going 
to do about it? It was to ascertain this 
that a Constitution reporter called on 
Mr. Haas on Tuesday. He got no in- 
formation, nor even did he get the tra- 
ditional cold potato; but he was in- 
formed that The Constitution could “go 
to hell.” 

“If,” said Mr. Haas, on the 28th ulti- 
mo, “thé council decides against the 
company, I will submit.” 

“The present council is perfectly cap- 
able to deal with the subject,” said Mr. 
Haas on the 29th ultimo. 

Now, that the council has dealt with 
the subject, and the matter is at an end 
so far as it is concerned, the question 
naturally arises, ““‘Was the company in 
earnest when it announced that it would 
abide by the action of the counej]?”

Once More. 


The Macon Telegraph again turns its 
attention to The Constitution. In this 
instance it calls attention to the fact 
that a pot-metal establishment in New 
York is éngaged in supplying ready-made 
editorial articles to a large number of 
daily and weekly newspapers through- 
out the country. Among these The Tel- 
egraph (which is entirely familiar with 
the pot-metal and plate-matter business 
in all its various ramifications) has dis- 
covered one which, according to its mor 
bid conception of matters and things, 
shows what harm The Constitution has 
done to the reputation of Georgia by its 
discussion of the report on the misde- 
meanor camps made by Governor Atkin- 
son’s special commissioner. 

The Telegreph thereupon reproduces 
from its pot-metal resources an article 
which is, in the main, a synopsis of the 
official report of the special commission- 
er, and then holds up its hands in hor- 
ror, not because of the wholesale viola- 
tions of the lew, but because The Consti- 
tution has discussed and commented on 
the disclosures made in the official re- 
port of the special commissioner. True 
to its purpose to misrepresent and fal- 
sify on every possible and impossible 
occasion, the Telegraph makes this 
statement: “It will be remembered that 
The Constitution charged that a certain 
grand jury in Georgla was” guilty of 
complicity in the murder of a convict by 
refusing to indict the guards who mur- 
dered the man in their keeping.” 

This is untrue. The charge was offl- 
cially made by the governor’s special 
commissioner. The Constitution said 
that if the charge was true, as made and 
reported, the jury was guilty of com- 
plicity in the murder. The truth, it wil? 
be seen, is quite different from The Tel- 
egraph’s statement. 

It is inevitable that The Te'egraph 
should take a mean and narrow view of 
every question that comes up for dis- 
cussion. It is built on that plan. All 
sensible men and women who are inter- 
ested in the good name of the state know 
that the reform which has just taken 
place in the management of the misde- 
meanor convicts as the result of public 
discussion and the activity of the gov- 
ernor is one of the most wholesome 
events that has ever occurred in the 
state.

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The Value of Money. 


The following from The New York 
Daily Financial News is worth giving 
here, for it contains a fact which some 
well-meaning people find difficult to get 
in their heads. 

Our director of the mint, Mr. Preston, er- 
roneously said Saturday, while commenting 
upon the difference between the commercial 
and coinage value of the East India silver 
rupee: “It is the paper representative of the 
silver coin that appreciates in value. The 
reason. I suppose, is that the holders look 
ultimately to its redemption in gold. We 
treat the five-franc French plece just as we 
do the United States dollar. 
gold standard in that country, and Keep the 
five-franc. piece, which is a full legal ten- 
der, at full value, and we give it that in our 
(treasury value) estimate.”’ . 

Seemingly Director Preston has a theory 
to maintain and to maintain it twists 
the facts. Paper rupees have nothing to do 
with the matter. 

The reason the silver_rupee is worth 6 
or 6 pence fore than its commercial value 
is that the English India governmem has 
by law conferred that 4 or 5 pence more 
legal tender value in it than the bullion 
commercial value calls for. Its ultimate 
redemption into gold has nothing to do 
with the question, any more than is the 
case with the five-frane piece. Both coins 
are valued in their respective countries at 
exactly what each country will receive 
them for in taxes or duties. That is what 
full legal tender means, and it alone is 
what constitutes the value of any coin. 

Gold redemption. business is an illusion 
and atrap. It has nothing whatever to do 
with the true value of what constitutes 
money. 

Only the misinformed or those incapable 
of comprehending the issues or those hav- 
ing an ax of their own to grind assert the 
contrary. All this is a question of fact, 
not politics, theory or opinion. 

This fact was ‘completely established 
during the war by the experience of the 
government and the banks with the $60,- 
000,000 of greenbacks which were made 
full legal tender, the law under whieh 
they were issued having no “exception 
clayse’’—that is to say, they were full 
legal tender for all public and private 
debts, no matter what money the hold- 
er had contracted to pay. If he had 
made a contract payable in gold, that 
debt was satisfied under the law when 
he made a tender of any amount of that 
particular issue of greenbacks. 

Now these greenbacks never did de- 
preciate as compared with gold, and 
the fact was so alarming to the New 
York bankers that they made haste to 
corral the entire issue, and to use it 
amcng themselves and in their trans- 
actions with the government § as the 
equivalent of gold. Just as soon as they 
could they had these legal tenders 
retired, and, having the whip-hand of 
the government in the matter of finan- 
cial matters, they dictated the “excep- 
tion clause,”’ which says that the green- 
backs shall be a legal tender for all

But, even with this exception clause, 
the greenbacks never would have depre- 
ciated but for the fact that the banks, in 
order to provide for the payment in gold 
of the interest on the bonds they held, 
insisted that the~ government should 
make customs duties payable in gola. 
When this law was passed the value of 
gold become a matter of speculation. 
The gold room was instituted, and the 
demand of importers being out of pro- 
portion to the amount available for sale, 
the price of the metal bobbed up and 
down the same as any other speculative 
stock listed on the stock exchange. Com- 
binations sent it up or down, according 
as they were strong or weak. 

But it should be remarked that all 
that time, when gold was out of cireula- 
tion, and the speculatorg were sending 
the price of it up or down, the people 
were enjoying great prosperity. The 
greenbacks performed all the functions 
of money, and it would have made no 
difference to the people if the specula- 
tors had put the price up 200 per cent. 
Prices were not measured nor expressed 
in gold and did not bob up and down 
with the price of gold. They were 
measured in greenbacks, and the mea- 
sure was stable enough, and the expres- 
sion fair enough to create prosperity. 

We should think that these facts of 
history would be sufficient to convince 
any sensible man as to the real source 
of the value of money and of the de- 
mand therefor. What the gold men call 
“sound” money is that which, by its in- 
creased value, produces low prices and 
business depression. And although they 
are now gleefully acclaiming over the 
higher price of wheat, they would stil! 
call the gold dollar “sotnd” money if 
wheat were bringing 10 cents a bushel. 
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The Situation in India. 

Professor A. S. Ghosh, who fills the 
chair of economics in the University of 
Calcutta, contributes a highly interest- 
ing article to the current North Ameri- 
can Review on the results of silver dc- 
monetization in India. 

The facts given by Professor Ghosh 
sustain in the completest degree ‘he re- 
cent statement of The Constitution that 
the famine in India is not so much the 
result of a searcity of food as it is of a 
scarcity of money. The people of India 
have a custom of hoarding silver differ- 
ent from that of civilized countries. In- 
stead of placing it in banks, they con- 
vert rupees into bangles, armlets, brace- 
lets and other simple ornaments whicn 
require small skill for their manufacture. 
So long as the mints were open, they 
could take these ornaments to the village 
silversmith and exchange them, welght 
for weight, into rupees. If there were 
no place of exchange the ornaments 
would pass current instead of rupees, 
each party knowing that the mint would 
convert them into rupees on representa- 
tion. 

In this way the famine of 1877 was 
shern of some.of its severity. But now 
these ornaments are no longer exchange- 
able into money. Demonetization has 
wrought a total loss of half the savings 
of the pecple of India. With half the 
value of their savings destroyed, and 
with small demand for the remainder, 
the results of the famine have been and 
are still most appailing. The people 
who theught they had money have none. 
That which was equal to money has been 
stripped of half its value, and the unfor- 
tunetes are ir no condition to cope with 
The curse of the gold stana-

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ard has fallen on them, and 
ferings cry out to heaven for justice, 
This may be slow in coming, but it 
will surely come. As certain as the Lord

At 
the present time most of the steel prod- 
ucts exported from this country are 
manufactured in the northeast; hut why 
should any other section of the country 
outstrip the south in the manufacture of 
steel products when nature has lavishly 
endowed our soil with iron ore and 
made it possible for us to produce the 
finest quality of steel in existence? 

This statement is made in no provin- 
cial or narrow-minded spirit, but in 
sOber regard for the undisputed truth. 
Our soil is literally encumbered with 
granite, marble, iron, coal and other 
minerals, and nothing is needed to de- 
velop these resources but capital. Stee 
of a better quality can be made at less 
cost in the south than jin the north, and 
why should capital hesitate for any 
greater length of time than is absolute- 
ly needed to establish this fact? The 
south has already made gratifying prog- 
ress in the steel industry, but the field 
is a broad one, and only a small part of 
it has yet been taken. 

As with steel, so with other industries. 
Imbedded in our scil there is material 
enough to warrant ten times the activity 
which is now: going on in the south 
With her feet planted upon exhaustless 
stores of mineral wealth, the south ex:

The “Old Bailey.” 


Editor Constitution—What is the “Old 
Bailey” in London, and what is its his- 
tory? EDWARD SMITH. 


The “Old Bailey” is the name of a street 
in London extending from Newgate prison 
to l.uudgate hill. Immediately adjoining 
the prison is the building in which the 
central criminal court is held, better 
known as the Old Bailey sessions court. It 
is the court to which the term “Old Bai- 
ley’ is usually applied in Hterature. The 
jurisdiction of this court includes the 
county of Middlesex as well as the city 
of London, and holds its sittings eight 
times a year. The present “Olid Bailey’’ 
building was erected in 1773 and enlarged 
in 1808. The name is supposed to be of 
very ancient derivation and to have orig- 
inated in the fact that this site was origi- 
nally outside of the fortification of the 
city and known by the Romans as ‘“val- 
lum.’’ From this word came the ballium, 
applied in the middle ages to the outs.de 
wall of defense about a@ feudal castle. 
Later the outer lines of defenses of a 
castle or city were known as the “outer 
bailey,”” and the line within, surrounding 
the inner wall, was called the *“inger 
bailey.” The London prison and court 
were originally within the ancient bailey 
of the city wall between Ludgate and 
Newgate. 


Captain Landais. 

Editor Constitution—Who was Captain 
Landais, of the Alliance, in the Paul Jones 
squadron, at the time of the engagement 
between the Serapis and the Bonhomme 
Richard? NAVAL READER. 

History tells us nothing of Captain Lan- 
dais, except that he was a Frenchman, 
whose bad temper had led to his dis- 
charge from the French navy, and who, 
at the tim# he was placed in command 
of the Allrance, was so unpopular that 
it was difficult to get Americans to serve 
under him. Captain Landais showed great 
jealousy of Jones in regard to his leader- 
ship in the squadron against Great Brit- 
ain, und had shown insubordination and 
even @ mutinous spirit. In the famous 
battle while the Richard, lashed to the 
Serapis, was pouring deadly shot into the 
enemy's vessel, the Alliance, Captain Lan- 
dais, approached and, sailing around the 
struggling combatants, delivered several 
broadgsides, in such a way as to injure 
both vessels equally. On board the Rich- 
ard eleven men were thus killed and an 
officer mortally wounded. The opinion 
generally prevailed afterwards that Lan- 
dais fired into the Richard for the purpase 
of killing Jones aid compelling his vessel 
to surrender, in order that he (Landais) 
might retake her, together with the Se- 
rapis, and get all the honor of the vic- 
tory.

What promises to develop into an iIm- 
portant movement has just been under- 
taken by the Horticultural Society of the 
state and concerns the mission which 
brought Dr. John P. Campbell, of the 
State university, to Atlanta yesterday. 


Dr. Campbell is on an inspection tour of 
the nurseries of the state and is giving 


special attention to peach trees. The sig- 
nificance of this inspection will be shown 
in a bill which will probably come before 
the next house providing for the examina- 
tion of all fruit trees brought into the 
state. This measure will be taken to pre- 
vent the great injury now threatened to 
the fruit trees of Georgia from the ravages 
of a small insect which is peculiarly fatal 
to the peach. It is said that large orchards 
in certain sections of the state are dis- 
eased and that thousands of trees have 
been killed by the presence of this insifu- 
ous insect. In order to guard against the 
spread of this disease and to devise some 
method for its extermination the Horticui- 
tural Society has taken action. Dr. Camp- 
bell has undertaken to make the inspection 
and will probably make a report as to the 
character of the reported disease now said 
to be prevalent in certain sections. While 
in Atlanta yesterday he made a trip to 
several nurseries near here, but found 
nothing to excite suspicion as to the pres- 
ence of the insect. He will visit the most 
prominent fruit growing of the 
state before his return and will look over 
the large orchards near Fort Valley. 
Already most of the states have laws 
regarding the importation of fruit trees, 
and Virginia and North Carolina have 
stringent regulations regarding inspec- 
befure introduction. A bill of this 
nature will probably be framed soon, and 
put in force in Georgia. The tour of Dr. 
Campbell is of far-reaching interest. 


As to the university, Dr. Campbell 
states that there is a registration far in 
excess of the list at this time last- year, 
and that the prospects for a much larger 
attendance is good. The men have set- 
tled down to their studies in en enthu- 
siastic way, and are accomplishing much.

Several Men Claim To Be Victims of 
Blodgett’s Confidence Game. 


CLAIMED TO BE GEORGIA REVENUE COLLECTGR 


So Says the Indictment—Charged 
That He Sold Promises of Jobs 
for $25 Each. 


Fraud, misrepresentation and felony is 
the charge made against Tom Blodgett in 
a true bill found against the lively republi- 
can in the United States court yesterday. 
The sensational indictment fell with sur- 
prising force among the members of the 
Blodgett has been a

the most active of his party in Georgia. 
The charge against Blodgett is peculiar 
and complicated. It accuses him of repre- 
senting himself to. be the United States in- 
ternal revenue colleator for the collection 


district of Georgia,° ard with selling his 


promises to give men positions in the reve- 
nue department. 

The indictment alleges that Blodgett se- 
cured $100 from one party and different 
amounts at different times from other per- 
sons, and that in return he promised the 
parties whom he was 
frauding, to give them positions as deputy 
collectors,.collectors and as clerks. 

There are just six counts in the indict- 
ment. All of the counts charge different 
crimes, but all for the same general of- 
fense, 

Bloigett was not arrested. He went to 
the United States marshal’s office and was 
arouna trie building all day. The warrant 
Was put in the hands of a deputy marshal. 
but Mr Johnson took it out of the deputy’s 
hands and instructed Blodgett to appear in 
court this morning and give bond. The 
marshal did this out of consideration for 
Blodgett’s feelings, as he felt certain that 
the defendant would not seek to escape the 
issue. 

The specific charges of the bill of indict- 
ment are very interesting. They show that 
Blodgett was either a very shrewd charac- 
ter, or that his alleged victims were ex- 
tremely dense and burdened with a wealth 
of ignorance to be buncoed by such a 
scheme as they now claim was perpetrated 
on them by Blodgett. 

The first count charges that Blodgett did 
fraudulently, willfully and feloniously 
represent himself to be an officer of the 
United States government with the right to 
make certain appointments paying salaries 
ranging from, $7) to $125. It is alleged that 
he promised M lL. Thacker a job at a 
salary of $75 pei month and that he repre- 
sented to Thacker that he (Thacker) must 
pay him $100 before the ibb would be given. 
It is said that he demanded and obtained 
the money from Thacker on these false 
claims. 

The second count alleges that on April 
18th, of the present year, Blodgett claimed 
to be the United States internal revenue 
collector for the collection distr.ct of Geor- 
gia and that he had the appointment of 
deputies and clerks; that he offered to g.ve 
A. R. Mosteller a position, and that he 
made Mosteller. give him $25. 

The third count claims tat on April 15th 
Biodgeit went to Mosteller and represented 
that he was collector and promised to give 
Mosteller’s son a clerkship in the revenue 
department. It is further charged that he 
demanded and obtained $25 for the promise 
to give young J. W. Mosteller a clerkship. 

The fourth count alleges that on August 
25th Blodgett made new and different repre- 
sentations to Mosteller; that he pretended 
to be general deputy collector and chief 
deputy, with the authority to appoint 
deputies at $80 per month; that he again 
promised Mosteller’s son. J. W. Mosteller, 
a place and again buncoed the old man out 
of $25. 

Old man Mosteller’s desire for a job for 
himself and son led him to invest another 
$25 in Blodgett’s promises, according to the 
indictment. The fifth count aileges that on 
September 18th Blodgett pretended to Mos- 
teller that he was chief deputy under 
Henry A. Rucker; that he had A. R. Mos- 
teller’s comm.ssion as deputy collector in 
his possession duly signed by Rucker and 
that he was authorized by Rucker to de- 
liver the commission upon payment of an- 
other $25. Mosteller was anxious to get 
his commission and he paid the $25 if the 
bill of indictment is true. 

The woes of another victim are told in 
count six. This count charges that Blodg- 
ett claimed to be general collector and 
chief deputy and that he worked Sidney R. 
Dickson to the ditty of $25; that he repre- 
sented to Dickson that he had Dickson’s 
commission as deputy collector in his 
pocket; that it was duly signed and would 
be delivered upon the payment of the $25. 

None of thesé innocent characters got 
the jobs they say they were promised and 
they have been constantly clamoring for 
their money back. 

The complaints of all the men were filed 
with the grand jury and the bill of indict- 
ment was drawn yesterday.

She threw open her gates 
to both freight and passengers, only provid- 
ing that passengers must have health cer- 
tificates stating that they had not been in 
infected places recently. 

Until the state of Alabama takes off her 
quarantine at the border, Selma and al! 
other Alabama points are quarantined 
against Atlanta, except in so far as the 
regulations have been modified. 

Dr. Sanders wired yesterday that all 
goods in original packages not packed or 
broken in Atlanta and not shipped from 
infected points within sixty days, would be 
admitted to Alabama from Atlanta.

Prominent Icthyologists “™o Discuss 
Fish Propagation. 


ALSO TALK ON THE CULTURE OF BULL FROGS 


Raising of Sponges in American Wa- 
ters Will Also Be a Topic That 
Will Be Interesting. 


Washington, October 6.—The fish com- 

mission is very much interested in the 
national fishery congress which convenes 
at Tampa, Fia., in January, 189. The 
congress will, it is believed, prove to 
be one of the most noteworthy gathner- 
ings of the kind ever held in the country. 
A, Jarge attonfance of mpresentatives 
of the various state fish commiss.ons, 
angling and fishing associations and the 
national fish commission is expected; and 
all persons interested in fishing, angling 
and fish culture will be welcomed. 

The United States government has ex- 
tended invitations to the governments of 
Great Britain, Germany, Russia, France, 
Italy. Spain, Portugal, Sweden and Nor- 
way, Denmark, Belgium, Austr.a-Hun- 
gary. Greece, the Netherlands, Japan, 
China, Mexico, Brazil, Venezuela and 
other countries. It is proposed to organ- 
ize an international fishery association at 
the congress. 

The call for the congress was issued 
by Governor Bloxham, of Florida. One 
of the main objects is to secure harmony 
among the states in providing for the 
preservation, propagation and provection 
of their water products. 

Fish culture, oyster culture, turtle cul- 
ture and frog culture are down on the 
programme for discussion. Tne applica- 
tion of modern methods to the cultiva- 
tion of oysters is a subject in which all 
ie coastal states will ke interested. Tur- 
tle culture is an innovation, but is fast 
becoming a necessity in the absence of 
protection to the young eggs of the green 
turtie. The utilization of waste marsh 
land and pond for the rearing of bull- 
frogs for market is a subject of great 
interest to many thousands of people. 
The opportunity for those of small means 
to engage in this business is excellent. 

One of the timely topics that will be 
prominently presented to the congress is 
the sponge industry. Wh.le Florida is the 
only state actively participating in the 
sponge fishery, every state is indirectly 
interested. Already some of the best 
sponge grounds have been depleted, and 
the necessity for artificial Measures to 
maintain the supply is being generaily 
appreciated. 

Sponge culture is one of the most prom- 
ising tdids now opening in goonisection 
with the fisheries. With unlimited water 
bottom of suitable character for planting 
and with a home demand far in excess 
of the present output of the Florida reefs, 
tne growing of sponges ought ‘to engage 
the aitention of many people in the next 
few years, and it is expected that th‘s 
congress will give an incent:ve to the 
enterprise. The United States fish com- 
mission is said to be cons:der:ng the 
transplanting of some of the finer grades 
of Mediterranean sponges to Flor.da wa- 
ters. The best Turkish arl African 
sponges bring $0 to $00 a pound, while 
the choicest of the Fiorida sheep wool 
sponge are worth only $2 or $% a pound. 

The conditions, extent, methods and 
needs of the great commercial 
will receive cons.derable a:tention, as will 
the question of fishery legislation. Exhib- 
its of fishing apparatus, fishery products 
and app.:ances for preserving or preparing 
fish are solicited from dealers, manufact- 
urers and others. Some dev.ce for drying 
fish like fruit is said to be much needed 
on parts of the southern coast, and in- 
ventors would do well to take advantage 
of this opportunity to exhibit methods 
adapted to this end.

Unique and remarkable cases are the 
natural product of the United States court, 
but yesterday Uncle Sam’s legal depart- 
ment furnished a story that is more novel 
than usual. Pd 

Uncle Sam‘has a court in Atlanta, the 
principal business of which is to Keep down 
Vioations of the federal statutes and to 
weed out the great moonshine industry of 
the stute. An indispensable adjunct of this 
court is a United States grand jury. This 
jury is supposed to be made up of the best 
men in the state. 

Yesterday the federal grand jury found a 
true bill of indictment against ove of the 
grand jurors, a member of the body that 
found the bill. 

The charge against the grand juror was 
making moonshine whisky. 

Louis Phinizy, of Campbell county, was 
the grand juror who was indicted for the 
very crime that the jury is established to 
investigate. Of course there are a few 
other charges besides moonshining that 
the jury investigates, but this line of work 
forms their main business. Phinizy is a 
negro. He has been assisting in bringing 
indictments against other men since the 
October term of court opened, but now he 
is stopped by an indictment against him- 
self. 

Several officers of the court testified that 
Phinizy helped to investigate the case 
against him. Whether this is true is not 
known.- The indictment against the juror 
Was drawn and the warrant sworn out for 
his arrest. 

Phinizy will be tried at the present term 
of court. He lives near Fairburn, in Camp- 
bell county, and was seiected as a grand 
juror when the jury was drawn several 
weeks ago. If Phinizy is found guilty he 
will be fined and sent to jail just like any 
other moonshiner, but if he is released he 
will be allowed to resume the work of in- 
dicting other moonshiners.

There is a movement of natiuvnal scope 
on foot to revolutionize the dispensing of 
poisons from drug stores. Jr. Ceorge F. 
Payne is one of the promo‘ers, and if the 
plan materializes, a mucn s:..fer pexnl more 
uniform plan of selling poisous will have 

been adopted. 

The idea is to force evory 
physician dispensing drugs tv 
packages or bottles “poison” in cases 
where a teaspoonful would kill an adult; 
or so aduiterate the drug that a teaspoon- 
ful would not cause death. 

Some physicians object to their prescrip- 
tions being marked poisom They do not 
wish the patient to know what he-is tak- 
ing. It is argued that if every poison was 
labeled according to the above conditions, 
the death rate from taking mista«2n doses 
would be much smaller.
